For more likely- is an eruption on (he 
scale of the one that produced the 
Craters of the Moon, roughly 2,000 
years ago. Tliere' would be no volcanic 
pyrotechnics, and lava would simply 
ooze from fissures in the earth, cover- 
ing the area like synip on a pancake. - 
“If something like that did happen, 
it would be very tourist-friendly and. 
easy to avoid," Codchaux says. Mqst 
people can out-walk a typical laVa 
flow, but.pioving lava desuoys any- 
thing that can't get out of its path. 

Though extensive, basalt flows w 
a relatively recent chapter in southdn 
Idaho’s geologic history, covering 
earlier - and for more violent - vol- 
canic birthmarks. 

- rSoutheirrIdaho’s' volcanic past fs 
the result of a “hot spot" near the 
earth’s core -^like an open door in a 
furnace - where rock is forced toward 
the stuface by tremendous pressures. 
The hot spot has remained in the same 
place, but the surface of the earth 
slowly has been moving southwest in 
a process known os “plate tectonics.” 
As the earth slides oyer (he hot 
spot, the enormous pressiim produce 
an area of uplift, like a pimple on the . 


face of the earth. The uplift is accom* ' 
ponied by earthquakes over a period 
of hundreds, perhaps thousonds of 
years. 

Deep beneath the surface, the rising 
plume of rock is presumed to be fairly 
solid, but it becomes molten os pres- 
sures ease near the surface. When the 
first finger of magma finally reaches 
the surface, it probably spews an ash 
column 20 to 30 miles high, God- 
ebauxsays. — 

When the pressure eases off, (he 
bulge reced,es and cracks begin to 
form - like a mud-caked balloon 
when air is released. The cracks can 
weaken on area 35 miles across, lay- 
ing the groundwork for oti eruption of 
colossal proportions.

BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) — 
More than 7,000 blacks rallied at the 
state Capitol on Saturday to protest 
Gov. Mike Foster's stand against

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Career politician 
pushes for top spot 
despite major Setbacks 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
high school |irls who voted Bob 
Dole their “ideal boy" arc now 
. senior citizens. The rural town that 
embraced his war-torn body has 
shrunk by nearly half. The friends 
and relatives who nurtured his politi- 
cal career n_re retired or dead. 

And the Ideal boy, now 72, is run- 
ning for president. Again. 

Bob D ole h as neve r devot ed much 

time to hobliies or home life. He 
works, therefore he is. After a failed 
vice presidential campaign and two 
abortive bids for the Republican 
_._lire.sidcniial nomination, most pTOple_, 
would settle for being Simnte majori- 
ty leader. Not him. 

! And who knows, this could be the 
year Dole dispels his angry image, 
overcomes an anti-establishment 
mood and trades a rectangular office 
with the second-best view in 
Washington for ova! quarters with a 
view unmatched anyvyhere. 

If he achieves what he calls his 
generation's final mission. Dole 
would be the first president iVith a 
' severe, visible disability since the 
one who sept him into the war that 
shaped his destiny. 

Dole grew up amid Kansas wheat 
fields and came of age on on Italian 
~"battlefieldrHc was'left'with'n shnt~ 
tered shoulder, a useless right arm, a 
weakened left arm, a n^b left hand— 
— ohd'brokcn dreams cfbecoriring 
an athlete or a doctor. 

Politics presented itself os “a nat- 
ural substitute for athletics," he has 
written. His injuries mode it impossi- 
ble for him to shake hands, cuddle 
babies or tolerate hearty slops on the 
back. .Yet they were a visible badge 
of courage and an invisible well- 
spring of compassion. 

The public Dole con be acidic or 
plain hilarious. His terse reserve 
occasionally gives way to raw, 
jogged, emotion. He's a longtime fts* ‘ 
col conservative with soft spots for 
animals, farmers, the disabled and 
the needy. Amid incessant COP gov- 
ernment-bashing, Dole still defends 
the federal government and the peo- 
ple who truly need it. His grandpar- 
ents received welfare; he could not i 
have attended college without the i 
G.I. bill.

Student engineer was at controls 
when freight tra ran off track 



RED CLIFF, Colo. (AP) — A stu- 
dent engineer was in control of the 
Southern Pacific freight train that 
derailed last week, killing him and 
another crew member. 

Investigators believe the crash 
Wednesday may have been caused 
by human error, namely broking too 
late. ^ 

The preliminary determination 
was based on analysis of a computer 
record that showed when the train’s 
air brakes were applied and how fast 
the train was going, Southern Pacific 
spokesman Larry Kaufman said 
Friday. 

"We arc leaning toward an error 
in Judgment ... they didn't opply the 
brakes early enough,” Kaufman 
said. 

The only surviving member of Ac 
train's crew, conductor Steve 
Hudson, told federal investigators 
tharatudenr'enginrer^. •Wayne- 
Reagan was in control of the train 
most of th'e time before the crash.

Society has an interest 
in preserving marriages 



After a gcncratioi]-long experi- 
ment. a reassessment of no-fault di- 
: vorce laws is abroad in America. 
Perhaps the most compelling argu-

Two aspects of a proposed Michi- 
gan divorce reform bill would re- 
quire family therapy for all parties in 
— uncontc.slcd-divorces.-Thc-blll.al.so— 
would require divorcing parents to 
establish a plan for their ehildren's 
physical care and financial future. 

None of these changes, however,., 
should be permitted to trap anyone in 
an abusive marriage. The law should 
allow zero tolerance for physical or - 
emotional violence, and the standard 
of proof should be as basic as a po- 
lice report or a record of visits to a 
shelter or a domestic-violence coun- 
selor. 

Perhaps 'the real innovation needs 
to be on the front end. Many troubled 
marriages are headed for the rocks 
before. thcy.'re launched. So making 
-it. harder to”get married in the first ’ 
place is also worth considering. 

The Michigan bill, for example, 
makes marriage licenses cheaper if 
couples attend an educational pro- 
gram. 

Pxobably a more realistic approach- 
would be to require a waiting period 
and pre-marriage counseling. In 
most states, it's easier to get married 
than to get a driver's license. In Ida- 
ho, only a 24-hour wait is needed af- 
ter a blood test. 

Rather than simply “blessing" a 
marriage, clergy could adopt “com- 
munity marriage policies" to require 
couples to go through counseling in 
conflict resolution and to answer 
tough questions about their relation- 
ships. 

It's all part of a dawning realiza- 
tion in this society that we’ve all paid 
a hefty price for throwaway relation- 
ships in which the human cost, espe- 
cially, tochildrcn, is high indeed. 

Marriage, Benjamirf Franklin ob- 
served, is not an amingement, but a 
project. Society has a vested interest 
in' making sure more of those pro- 
jects arc completed.

and lodges. The following language • 
is also quite disturbing: No liability 
whatever shall oceme to the depart- . 
ment or the director by reason of any 
direct orindlrect damage arising 
from such entry upon the land, . 
destruction or removal. 

I have yet to talk to a single 
landowner, be they second-home own- 
ers fiom Dilifomia or third-generation 
ranchers from Picabo, who would cui’- 
rently deny access across their land to 
Fish and Come employees. 

I believe this bill, as written, 
would require under law what should 
always be a courtesy. Thot is access 
to private property. Even though I 
have numerous friends in the 
Department of Fish and Come, it

Grass, trees and shrubs, crackling 
diy from lack of moisture, ore con- 
sumed in seconds. The ensuing fires 
arc pushed by gusty winds and roar 
along at speeds of 40 mph or more 
across vast stretches of open prairie.

Local GOP 
keep dinner 
debate-free

JEROME - Twin Falls podiatrist Dr. 
Peter Rickards honored the Jerome 
County Republican Central Committee’s 
request not to turn the Lincoln Day 
Banquet into a public debate. 

Instead, U.S. Rep. Mike Crapo and 
Rickard.s, his likely Republican primary 
opponent, talked privately following 
Friday evening’s banquet. 

Rickards request for a ticket to the 
annual affair of loyal Republicans was 
accompanied by a letter requesting a 
debate with the keynote speaker - initial- 
ly Batt, then Crapo when Balt withdrew 
to r'esolvc flooding problems in north 
Idaho. 

The party’s response was a diplomatic 
and emphatic “no debate,” Jerome County 
Republican Central Committee Secretary 
Mary Childers said. 

With the obligatory jokes out of the 
way. Slate Attorney General Al Lance 
welcomed the 100-plus party faithful. 

“We’re here to honor the Idih'prcsidcnt 
of the United Stales and our first republirf 
can prc.-iidcnl, Abraham Lincoln,” he said. 

Crapo anchored the Republican line-up 
of speakers with encouraging words that 
Idaho's congressional delegation is hold- 
ing fast to its Republican ideals. 

He refefred to bi-pnrtisan.support_for 
bills to balance the budget in seven years 
- focusing not on reduced spending but 
its runaway growth. 

The difference between Republican- 
sponsored legislation and that proposed 
by the Clinton administration, he said, is 
S2S0 billion. 

“Do you want to spend one-quarter tril- 
lion dollars on government, or would you 
like that money back,” he asked. “If we 
don't start now downsizing the federal 
government, ns the constituency becomes 
more dependent on govemit$nt, the more 
difficult it will be to reduce spending."

BOISE (AP) — With all the health 
problems of advanced age, elderiy 
prison inmates ore a serious drain on 
the state budget. So Gov. Phil Batt 
thought releasing many of them 
would be a honhless, fiscally sound 
idea. 

What he found surprised him. 

“1 tlmught it would be quite simple 
to release some people who were 
debilitated by age, and thus would not 
be a menace to society,” Batt said. 
“But my general theory that we could 
turn these old folks loose is wrong. 
They're dirty old guys.” 

Of 161 stale prison inniates 55 or

' “Because of the vtaim's family’s 
reaction, he will stay in prison,” 
Sterling said. “You repeat that and 
repeat that and repeat that, and see 
what you have." 

Sterling watched Idaho's prison 
papulation climb over the. years, 
grwing into what former Gov. C^cil 
Andrus labeled a '‘black bole,” 
absorbing each and every tax dolfor 
thrown its way. 

“There is a growing inleresi in 
studying the alternatives.” Sterling 
said. "Quite obviously you cannot 
coDtioue the process of building big- 
ger and bigger prisons. It may not.be 
quite there yet, but the impiisonmeat 
of the number of people they’re 
counting on is going to.break the. 
bonk.”

Iraq^ianors those who kiUed defector 


BAGHDAD, Iraq (AP) — Two 
men killed while gunning down 
Iraq’s most famous defectors — 
Saddam Hussein’s sons-in-law — 
were hailed os mor^rs Saturday and 
honored with a state fuiipml. 

A red, white and'black Iraq! flag 
was. draped over the attackers’ 
coffins os they were paraded thiou^ 

• the streets of Baghdad in an open 
hearse. 

.Saddam’s government harshly 
denounced the dead defectors, 
Hussein Kamel al-Majid and his 
brother Saddam Kamel al-Majid, os 
“hiiled traitors." 

The defectors were among nine 
L^opJ.cshqtdea^when clmuncmbcrs_ 
stormed tHeir home Fnday, unleash- 
ing a gun battle in a ntiddlc-class 
neighboihood in the southern part of ‘ 
Bagdad. i 

The shootout brought an end to the 
bizarre saga of the al-^qjids, both 
top-level officials who defected lo 
nei^boring Jordan six months ago 
and vowed to topple the Iroqi leader. 
They returned to Iraq wjth their 
wives Tuesday in the apparent belief 
they had been forgiven. 

The Iraqi media portrayed Friday’s 
attack as a spontaneous uprising by 
the al-Majid clan, or extended fami- 
ly, ngainst the defectors, for staining 
the family honor. 

But outside Iraq, Saddam’s critics

blamed the slayings on his govern- 
ment. 

The Iraqi media eulogized two 
slain attackers — ^ cousins of the 
defectors — as “heroes who met 
martyrdom while chopping ofTthe 
heads of failed traiton." They were 
later buried in Tikrit, Saddam’s 
hometown north of Baghdad. 

There was no. mention of burial 
plans for the defectors, their father 
Kmncl al-Majid, and their younger 
brother Hokii^ who also were killed 
in the raid. 


In addition to the six members of 


the al-Majid clan killed in the gun 
battle, three passersby, including a 
child, died when they were hit by 
stray bullets, the official Iraqi News 
Agency reported. 

The oI-Majids had been the high- 
est ranking Iraqi officials ever to 
defect. Hussein Kamel had been in ' 
charge of Iraq's secret weapons pro- 
gram, while Saddam Kamel was 
deputy head of the Iraqi leader’s 
palace guard. 

Tkhc Iraqi govemmerit said this 
week that Saddam had agreed to 
welcome them back as "ordinary" 
citizens. But that meant. they would 
neither have the protection nor the 
privileges Saddam's family members 
enjoy. 

When they returned, relatives 
declared thol Ihqir “blood should be 
shed due to their treason," the 
agency reported.

Sinn Fein ties bombing halt to new talks 

LONDON — The IRA’s political ally, Sinn Fciit, said Saturday it 
will ask the paromilitary group to call a new cease-fire if the British 
government sets up all-party peace negotiations on Northern Ireland. 

; The peace process has foundered on demands by Britain and 
Protestant leaders in Belfast that the Irish Republican Army start to 
turn over its arms before multi-party talks begin. 

; The IRA ended a 17-month cease-fire Feb. 9 with a London bomb- 
ing that killed two people and injured dozens. On Friday, British ' 
troops resumed patrols of the streets of Belfas^ for the first time in • 
more than a year. 

“What people arc screaming out for is peace negotiations now, not 
in three months’ time," Martin McGuinncss, deputy leader of Sinn 
Fein, said Saturday in a BBC radio intcn'icw. 

McGuinness added he would be "quite prepared" to ask the IRA to 
call off its renewed bombing campaign if there were a date for talks. 

Report: China expected to attack island 

TAIPEI. Taiwan — The military expects China to attack a small 
Taiwan-held island during a round of war games next month, a news- 
paper reported Saturday. 

The Independence Evening Post quoted unidentified military 
sources as saying China may launch a limited conflict to intimidate 
•Taiwan because the the impact of China's repeated military exercises' 
has diminished. 

The most likely target would be Wuchiu, about five miles off the 
eastern coast of China, the report said. The island has a garrison of 
500 soldiers. To prepare for an attack, outlying island.^ have been 
placed on high alert, it said. 

Taiwnn-China tensions flared in June, when Taiwanese President 
;,Lcc Teng-hui visited the United States. Beijing saw the visit as an 
'assertion of Taiwanese independence, in conflict with it's assertion 
Ithat Taiwan is part of China. China has since staged missile tests and 
military exercises, accompanied by warnings that it may use force to 
recover Taiwan. 

Military: Rebels agree to free hostages 

JAKARTA. Indonesia — After negotiations with Red Cross media- 
tors, rebels who have held 12 captives for seven weeks in the juhgle.s 
of New Guinea have agreed to free the hostages today, the Indonesian 
military said. 

Scparotisis seized the 12 — who include a pregnant Dutch woman 
suffering from malaria — to press their demands for independence for 
Irian Jaya, the Indonesian half of New Guinea. 

In exchange for the release, the rebels will get food, medicine and a 
promise they won't be arrested, army spokesman Lt. Col. Maulud 
Hidayat said Saturday. 

The captives will be freed in Geseloma, 19 miles from the remote 
village where they were captured, he said. 

The 12 hod been conducting ecological rescorch near the village of 
Mapenduma, 60 miles from the closest military post and 2,300 miles 
from the Indonesian capital of Jakarta.

GOREY, Ireland (AP) — He was 
a classic "sleeper," recruiied by the 
Irish Republican Army, positioned 
in workaday London, and suspected 
by no one until the bomb he was car- 
rying exploded. 0 

British and Irish anti-terrorist 
police knew little about him. His 
parents and younger sister and 
brollier had no idea he worked for 
the IRA. 

Edward O'Brien's family learned 
the truth only after he died in the 
blast aboard a London double-deck- 
er bus last Sunday, and an IRA 
"welfare oflicer" come to the family 
liomc to reveal he was one of theirs. 

The bomb apparently blew up 
before it was supposed to. part of 
some botched operation whoso real 
target is known only to the IRA, 
which broke its t7-momh-old cease- 
fire on Feb. 9. 

On Friday, British police found 
bomb-making equipment buried in 
the garden of the Iwo-^toiy house 
where O'Brien lived in the south 
London suburb of Lewisham. Bomb- 
making was equipment was also 
found Tuesday under the floor- 
boards. 

Shocked by the carnage, O'Brien's 
family offered "their deep-fell sor-

row" for the nine people injured by 
the bomb and bluntly condemned 
"all paramilitary organizations'* in 
Northern Ireland's sectarian conflict. 

They also told the IRA-allied Sinn 
Fein party, which normally presides 
over funerals for IRA men with 
republican pomp and anti-British 
ihctoric, to stay away. 

The decision is widely supported 


in Corey, where the. story of the 21- 
. year-old local boy left citizens 
stunned. 

"Ed was used by the IRA., They 
sent him to bis dbth," said the Rev. 
Walter Forde, parish priest at St. 
Michael's Catholic Cbu^ in Gotey. 
He will ofiiciate at the ftmeral of his 
former altar boy once. O'Brien's 
remains are positively identified in 
-London and returned home. 

"People here are shocked at what ' 
he evidently was doing. Wc would 
remember him as a lad before he 
went away. Hewas a wholesome kid' 
— open-fheed, strong, very athletic, 
independent-minded, fairly quiet," 
Forde said. 

“A lot of people, they're absolute- 
ly revolted by the fact that these evil, 
depraved IRA godfathers can recruit 
impressionable young Irish people 
into (committing) appalling acts of 
violence." 

Gorey, population 3,500, lies mid- 
way on the Dublin-Wcxford'road on 
Ireland's flat southeast County 
Wexford coast. Like all of southern 
Ireland it is predomimmtjy Catholic 
but also has Church of Ireland 'and 
Methodist congregations. 

Gorey. was once a battleground 
between rebels and loyalists to 


British rule. It was a garrison town in 
1798 when the Catholic peasoritry 
. rose under the direction of a priest 
and marched into Gorey with green 
flogs marked “liberty or death." 

The rebels soon were slain by the 
hundreds in the hills and fields 
around Corey, and the retreating sur- . 
. vivors burned the town. 

But the era of "Rebel Wexford" is 
a romanticized memory. Today, its 
port of Rosslare brings consuint ferry 
tourist traffic from Britain and 
beyond.

Many Serbs fearful of ne\y Muslim-Croat government; NATO agrees to ^sist those who flee 


VOGOSCA, Bosnio-Herzcgovinn (AP) 

Furious and fearful Serbs shouted at the U.S. com- 
mander of the NATO-led mission on Saturday 
when he urged them to stay in their Sarajevo sub- 
urbs and accept the new Muslim-Croat govern- — 
ment. 

“We only want trucks!” "Wc want to go!” they 
yelled, some with tears in their eyes. 

Relenting, Adm. Lci^ton Smith agreed to pro- 
vide trucks and NATO assistance to all Serbs who 
want to leave Sarajevo — a capital city that 
before nearly four years of war, had prided itself “ 
on its mixed ethnic culture. ■ 

“I think if wc provide them with escorts ... it will 
moke things nice and clean,” Smith said. 

He accused the Bosnian govenunent and Bosnian 
Serb aulhoriues of having done too little, too late, to 
persuade Serbs to stay in the five suburbs, which 
will come under Muslim-Croat federation rule by 
March 19.’ 

He said the Serbs should have received reassur- 
ances and oflets of assistance six weeks ago.' ' 

Srmth also rejected assertions that his troons, by 
helping Serbs leave safely, were assisting m so- 
callM "ethnic cleansing.” 

The temi originally was used by International aid 
woikers to describe the practice ofpushing Muslims 
and Croats out of territory'conquered by Bosnian 
Serbs. The method later >vas applied in reverse to 


Serb residents displaced by Croats and Muslims. 

Smith said Serb authorities and humanitarian 
agencies had asked for help in. relocating the 
Sarajevo Serbs. “Wc will try to provide on environ-

ment in which they can travel," he said. 

Smith toured the five Sarajevo districts ^turday 
hoping to instill confidence in the remainiiig Serbs 
and ensure them that stepped up patrols by NATO- 
led troops would protect their freedom of movement 
in and around the capital.

Bosnian Serb leader, and Carl Bifdl, the civilian

But Smith evidently failed to reassure the Sobs, 
at least in Vogosca, a district token over Friday by 
the Muslim-C^t federation police under sup^- 
ston of a U.N. police force. The intemationol ofTl- 
clals hod hoped the remolning 2,000 or so residents, 
about 10 percent of Vogosca’s earlier population, 
would remain.

GENEVA (AP) — From death 
squads executing street chiltfrcn in 
Brazil to alleg^ use ofeondemned 
prisoners as organ donori in China,

to violate the right to life. 

A special investigation by the 
U.N. Commission bn Human 
Rights into executions around the, 
world documents 820 cases in 94 
countries in which victims were 
executed without a trial. The report 
was published Friday. 

Investigator Bacrc Wnly Ndioyc 
said he finds “particularly disturi>- 
ing” reports that the United States 
' is imposing the death penalty on 
mentally retarded or ill people. 

Ndiayc also said he was con- 
cerned that “many of the deatli sen- 
tences (in the United States) con- 
tinue (0 be handed down after trials 
which fall short of international 
guarantees fora fair trial.” 

He said six people in- the United 
States were repoitcdly given death 
sentences despite doubts about 
their guilt, four were allegedly not 
given on adequate def ense, a nd 
three were allegedly sentenced to 
death after a triol "marked by racial 
bias.” 

Twelve other people were 
named os having bem sentenced to 
death despite serious mental retar- 
dation. One man was sentenced to 


death without the ability to appeal, 
and another was sentenced to death 
after a judge overruled a unani- 
mous jury recommendation of life ! 
imprisonment. 

Ndiayc said he requested a visit 
to the United States, a move usual- 
ly reserved for countries that arc 
the worst rights violators. 

Ndiayc also highlighted a num- . 
ber of deaths in custody, principal- 
ly of non-Europeans, in France, 
Germany arid Britain. 

One of the most serious violators 
was Colombia, where armed con- 
flict ^tween the government and 
guerrillas have resulted in “daily”' , 
reports of summary killings, the 
report said.

Don't feel sheepish if you've already 
fallen bock into your bad personal finance 
habits. You've taken up residence at the 
ATM machine, have no idea how much 
money you have (or. worse, how much 
you spend) and dread the arrival of your 
monthly credit card bill.

resolutions. 

We talked to experl.s nationwide for 
ideas you can put into action quickly, even 
painlessly. 

• . Tips from Barbara O’Neill:

• You've finished paying off a long- 
term, monthly bill. Now apply that same 
amount or a portion of it to savings or in- 
vestments each month. 

If you don't need to pay for child care or 
a student loan or car loan any longer 
(you’ve been without that monthly cash 
for a whiicV why not redirect the same 
amount to your savings? Don’t view the 
end of a bill os more money to spend; in- 
stead, "that's an opportunity to use it for 
savings," O’Neill said. 

• Keep a large jar or other container 
somewhere where you will drop your 
spare change and a dollar bill every day. 

Don't let your extra change line your 
jacket pocket or the floor of your car. 

“If you take a dollar a day and put it in a 
jar with other change you could easily 
have 550 extra a month.” O’Neill said. 
"TTiat’s 5600 a year." 

• Figure out the months you have an ex- 
tra paycheck coming in, and plan to stash 
that check away in your saving.^ account 
or investments; 

“Know it's coming,” O’Neill said. "Oth- 
, crwisc it's lost in your checking account, 
otherwise known as the black hole of per- 
sonal finance.” 

To do this, O’Neill said, you have to 
pull out a calendar and based on the day of 
the week you arc paid, determine which 
months you'll get an extra chock. (Tip: If 
you arc poid every week, you will have 
four months with an cxtra-chcck. If you 
are paid every two weeks, you will have 
two months with an extra check.) 

• Wean yourself off convenience foods. 
Consider the cost of a single serving of 

frozen lasagna, which O’Neill said can 
cost from 250 to 500 percent more than a 
similar-size portion made from scratch. "It 
can be very expensive," O’Neill said. 
"You’re really buying time." 

If you do buy frozen food, try to get it 
on sale or wiili double coupons. The best 
option: Moke a double batch of lasagna, 
cut it into single servings and freeze.

Although “flat tax" is the name 
proponents give to what would be 
the most sweeping overhaul bf the 
federal income tax code in 80 years, 
its flatness is, at the least, debatable. 

Unquestionably, under proposals 
•being touted by GOP presidential 
candidate Steve Forbes, as well ds a 
'variety of think tanks, academics 
■and interest groups, the nation would 

• have a simpler tax code. 

. In place of the multitudinous, 
. forms and schedules, the plethora of 
deductions, exemptions and exclu- 
‘sions, the mountains of IRS regula-- 
lions and tax-court rulings that now 
determine who pays what, when, the 
flat-taxers would enact a for simpler 
set of rules with — this is the '.'flat" 
part — a single percentage applied 
to all taxable income across (he 
' board. 

But wait a minute. All “taxable” 
itieome doesn’t mean “all” income. 
'While the flat-tax plans getting the 
. most attention these days would 

- wipe out a thousand little deductions 
:ond loopholes, in their place would 

—bea fewvcry, vcry large ones.- -- - - 

First among these would be (he 
large personal exemptions available 
to all taxpayers and their families. 
Under the Forbes plan, for example, 
each adult would deduct his or her 
first SI 3,000 in salary income, and 
an additional S5.0D0 for. each depen- 
dent. A family of four would thus 
pay no tax at all on the first $36,000 

• it cams. 

That means Forbes’ proposed so- 
'.called flat rote of 17 percent — a 
level that critics say would have to 
be much higher to avoid huroongous 
budget deficits — would actuolly be 
graduated. For example, according 
to calculations supplied by financial 
planner Teny Simon, a single person 
earning S2S,000 would pay about 8 
■ percent of her salary in income tax-

A. No. Once a move is classi- 
fied as a business move you may 
deduct the cost of moving all per- 
sonal items. The cost of moving 
the possessions of your wife or 
children fall within these guide- 
lines odd would be fully dc- 
. ductible. 

..Q. I was divorced in 1994, and 
as port of the. decree my cx-hus- 
band was required to pay $500 a 
month in property-settlement pay- 
ments for five years. He made 
these payments only until June 
1995. 1 then hired an attorney.'

A. Such payments received 
within five years of a divorce are 
not taxed. Correspondingly, any

With a master's degree, I hope it 
will be easier to seek employ- 
menL Con 1 deduct the cost of the 
course? Also, can I deduct the 
cost of the MBA, including books .

A. All of these costs (the 
'GMAT preparation course and the 
MBA) con be classified as educo': 

- tion expen^. Education expen^ 
ore deductible only if they ore in- 


curred in order to maintain or im- 
prove skills in your cuirent trade, 
business or profession. I empha- 
size the worn “current,” because . 
that is the word that disqualifies 
your deduction. If one is unem- 
ployed, or seeking to make a ca- 
reer change, education expenses 
ore not deductible. 

. In a nutshell: Continuing educa- 
tion is deductible; preparatory ed- 
ucation is not. 

Q. I have a home offlee, 17 per- 
cent of the area of my house, used 
exclusively for business. I’ve 
carefully read the IRS rule book 
and this oflice comes within their , 
regulations. Therefore, I’ve been 
deducting 17 percent of home 
maintenance costs, ^ch as depre- 
ciation, electric, telephone and in- 
surance. C®n I also deduct 17 per- 
cent of the following costs: pool 
service, lawn, maintenance, exter- 
minator, a household maid, and 
depreciation of furniture. 

A. Home maintenance falls into 
three categories: 

Expenses such as real estate

Expensed such os pool service,, 
lawn maintenance and deprecia- 
tion on household furniture do not 
benefit the office and cannot be 
deducted. Expenses such as office 
supplies ond depreciation of office 
furniture, which oply pertain to 
the office, are fully ductible.

That's actually a lot^less flat, if 
“flat” is defined as a narrow di Ter- 
ence between the bottopi and top tax 
rates, thon the current system, under 
which most people foil between the 
28 and 36 percent bfl|\;kets. 

Under the flot-tax 'plans, cve^- 
thing would hang bh whether on in- 
divioual's income could be clossi* 
fied under the law as “investment” 
in^me, such as dividends, interest 
or capital gains. Villanova Universi- 
ty (ax-law professor James Maule 
explains what happens next; 

•• "j am guarantee you there would . 
be minds put to work trying to figure 
- otI^bow to turn your salary into in- 
vestment income.” 

Robert Sommers, a columnist and 
tax occountant in San Francisco, 
foresees a typical scenorio; “Say 1 
have a business, and you work for 
me. in poy you o salary, you’ll pay 
taxes on thot salary. So instead,.!’!! 
moke you on owner, and pay you a 
dividend. Now you gel the money 
tax-liree.” Employers could split the 
difTerence with their workers, taking 
bock half of the tax savings for 
themselves, he uid. 

Flot-tax proponents counter that 
such gomes won’t be alt that 
widespread, and won’t make much 
difference anyway. Since a business 
in that circumstance would pay out 
less in salaries, it would have more 
net income and thus pay higher taxes 
itself. But critics argue that business- 
es also would have lots of ways to ' 
dodge taxes, such os immediate de- 
ductions for capital expenditures-Uhat 
now are stretched over several years. ' 


The end result, they fear, would 
be much higher tax bills for middle- 
class wage earners and much lower 
ones for flie wealthy. 

And th'ai's only one of many 
fierce arguments sure to erupt if the 
flat-tax plan becomes a serious pos- 
sibility. Every reform embodied in 
the plans — including the end of de- 
ductions for mortgage interesL char- 
itable contributions and state and lo- 
cal taxes — would mean major 
changes for institutions that have be- 
come fixed pa^ of the American fi- 
nancial landscape; “It truly Is a new 
lax universe,” soys Hall. "\Vhat we 
know in this universe may or may 
not be tree in o fiot-tox world.” 

* Eliminating inheritance and es- 
tate taxes, 0 feature of the Forbes 
plan, would end the need for elobo- 
rate “estate pIaimi.ng’'.iooJs such 
trust fiinds and high-cash-volue in- 
surance policies. Huge segments of 
the rinsnciol-services^business, 
which speciolize in suclT things os 
tax-deferred onauities and chorita- 
ble-gifi plans, could disappear 
overnight. Colleges, museums ond 
other institutions that depend on de: 
ductions to generate charitable gifts, 

■would hove to develop new strate- 
gies to lure givers. 

'* With no taxes on all investment 
income, states and municipal gov- 
ernments would .lose-the odvontages 
they now have in the bond market. 
Local governments would have to 
pay.maricet rates to bondholders, af- 
feqtin^ the cost of building every- 
thing fiom schools to sewers. That, 
in turn, could translate into higher 
state and local tax bills — which 
also would no longer be deductible 
from federal taxes. The change 
would hit hanJest in bigb-tax states 
such as Pennsylvania, New York 
and New Jersey, which now enjoy 
an indirect.subsidy in the deductions 
their residents get on their federal in- 
come taxes. 

• Without the need for special 
IRAs, tax-deferred annuities, and a' 
host of other special financial ar- 
rangements, large numbers of insur- 
ance salesmen, accountants and 
lawyers would have to find other 


lines of work. “The legal infrastruc- 
ture for all of that stuff would evap- 
orate. It would become obsolete,” 

' said the Tax Foundation’s Hall. The 
national net cost of compljang with 
the tax code, which he estimates at 
an annual $140 billion curaently, 
would drop 94 percent to less than 
$9 billion. Hall says. . 

• Ending deductions for interest 
on mortgages would raise the effec- 
tive cost of owning a house, which, 
in turn, would put downward pres- 
sure on home prices. Wharton 
School professor Susan Wachtcr es- 
timates that the market value of ex- 
isting houses could sink 10 percent 
to 15 percent in the year afler a flat 
tax is enacted. The hardest-hit oreos, 
ogain, would be the Northeast and 
the West Coast, where housing 
prices and mortgage m hjghe.^^ 
cisewhw. ' 

Waehter, a housing-market spe- 
cialist, says such a drop in housing 
values would ripple out in the form 
of higher default rates, which would 
affect banks, and construction, since 
there, would be less demand for new 
- homa. Suburbs would feel it quick- - 
est, she said, since more suburban 
'homeownerslakc mortgagc dcduc-- 
tions than do those in inner cities. 

But large urban areas would find 
fewer low-income people qualifying 
for home loans, since they would be 
unable to deduct cither mortgage in- 
terest or property taxes. 

..The flat tax plan as cmrently out- 
lined, “would represent a reversal of 
the current 60-ycar national policy 
of encouraging homeownership," 
Wachtcr testified before the congres- 
sional committee studying tax re- 
form last year. However, she said re- 
cently, that’s not to say it’s a bad ■ 
idea. 

. “As a generality, the simpler the 
tax code, the better,” she said. Any 
reform plan that emerges from the 
political and legislative process will 
alter' many lives, but if it simplifies 
the overall tax code, it is likely to 
end up helping more than it hurts. 

“It’s a step off into the unknown, 
but it’s a positive step,” Wachtcr 
said. 


Taking the EZ way? Which form to file

If you must file, at least don’t waste ytMir rime 
by filing complicated forms unnecessarily. 

Federal and state tax returns come in three ba- 
sic forms. . 

The majority of taxpayers take the long route 
— the 1 040 and S40 forms — because they save 
money by itemizing their deductions. But mil- 
lions of taxpayers ore better ofi' using the shorter 
1040A, I040EZ, 1040PC, S40A and 540EZ 
forms because they can save time, reduce enois 
and cut tax-preparation fees. . 

The tax agencies tend to mail you the same 
form you filed the year before. Before you fill it 
out, review your tax situation to ensure you file 
the form that allows you to report all your in- 
corhe and cloim all the deductions you' have 
coming. Here are a few tips to help you choose 
the right'IRS form: 

1O40EZ: It’s available only if your taxable in- 
come is less than $50,000. you're filing single or 
married filing jointly and your income came 
from basic sources (wages, salaries, interest, un- 
employment, etc.) If you file a joint return and 


one spouse worked more than one job, that 
^Ouse’s total wages must be less than $61,200. 
(California note: -This year you can file Form 
540EZ if you received unemployment compen- 
sation.) 

• Pro: It’s a simple form that often can be 
. completed in minutes. About the most difficult 

task is rememberingi to staple your W-2 wage re- 
port to ihcTbrm., 

■ Con; You cw’t claim exemptions for depen- 
dents, itemize your deductions, claim an adjust- 
. ment to income (such os an IRA contribution), or 
claim any credit other than the eorhed-income 
credit. 

1040A: This form has the same $50,000 limit 
on taxable income, but it permits you to reporta 
few other types of income, such os dividends, 
unemployment, Social Snurity and IRA, pen- 
sion and annuity distributions. 

• Pro: It's still a relatively sipiple, shortcut ver- 
sion of the long form. You also can deduct an 
IRA contribution and claim the eomed-income 
credit and credits for child- and dependent-care 
expenses. 

- Con: Many taxpayers simply don't fit under 


its income cap, and you still can’t itemize deduc- 
tions. 

1040: File the dreaded “long form” if you’re 
- ineligible to file the 1040EZ or 1040A or want to 
claim deductions and credits the shorter forms 
don’t track. You also must file the 1040 if you 
earned capital gains, sold your house or ore filing 
a separate return and your spouse itemizes. 

• Pro: It’s the most complete form. ' ' 

• Con; It’s the most complete form. This year 
the IRS suggests you should set aside. M hours 
and 38 minutes uTcompIetejust the basic 1040. 

1040PC: Think of it os a dehydrated 1040. By 
using tax-preparation.software and a personal ’ 
computer, you can condense a 12-page return 
into a. one-; or two-page jumble of numbers and— 
letters only on IRS scanner can interpret easily. 

> Pro: If you have the right software, you con 
produce It yourself. And because it’s scanned in, 
IRS keypunch errors should be eliminated, and 
the IRS con process it more quickly than a regu- 
lar return, and then deposit your refund directly 
to your account 

- Con: You have to buy software, and you still 
have to mail it in.

Tlic U of 1, Boise State and Idaho 
State utiiversitic.s, all of which have 
open admissions policies for Idaho 
residents, have developed indexing 
systems that weigh the test scores 
and the GPA. The better the ACT 
‘ score, for example, the lower- the re- 
quired GPA. 

"For us. it's basically a tool in as- 
signing students to the courses they 
need,” Davenport said. "For exam- 
ple. rtc look at the English section 
and can tell that this student needs 
extra help in English.” 

Davenport .says achievement tests 
scores arc a consistently accurate 
predictor of how a student will do in 
college. 

“Tliey test general knowledge and 
a kid's ability to think,” he said. 
“That’s what collccc is all about.” 
Although the SAT, offered by the 
Princeton, N.J.-based Educational 
Testing Service, predominates na- 
tionally, the ACT rules in Idaho. For 
example, about 60 percent of Burley 
High School students take college 
entrance tests, Bolinbroke said, but 
only five took the SAT last year. 

“I think there *.s a (significant) dif- 
ference in the two tests," said Deb- 
bie Van Engclen, another counselor 
at TFHS. “On the SAT, for example, 
there's a penally for guessing.” 

Most of the Idaho and Utah foiir- 
ycar schools, which are the destina- 
tions of two out of three college- 
bound Idaho high school seniors, re- 
quire the ACT. Albertson College 
a.sks for the SAT, and the U of I and 
Ricks College will accept either. 

CSl, like North Idaho College and 
the Utah community colleges, re- 

3 uirc placement tests of their own 
esign. In CSI's ease, the Asset Test 
serves to assign students to the ap- 
propriate classes, Perkins said. 

“It’s oa evaluation toot,” he ex- 
plained. “We have an older, non-tra- 
diiional student body, and this test 
helps us assess what level of course 
work they should be doing." 

Van Engelcn and Smith some- 
times suggest that students take both 
the SAT and the ACT — not the 
least because a good score on can 
dramatically boost a student's 
chances of getting scholarships.

New parenting techniques injure children 


In a letter to the Birmingham 
(Ala.) News, psychologist Caroline 
Hopkins-Bakcr soys that I am “rep- 
rehensible” to advocate a laid-back 
style of child rcoring. 

She writes, “Were America pro- 
ducing emotionally stable people 
by the score, we wouldn’t need to 
evaluate our parenting styles. 
However, that couldn’t b^e farther 
from the truth. With pronounced 
dcprc.ssion, drug abuse and_vio- 
Icncc escalating in today’s youth, ' 
it’s time to do something different." 

My sentiments exactly, although 
I think it's safe to say Hopkins- 
Bakcr and 1 arc poles apart when it 
comes to a solution. 

A generation or so ago, 
American parents were persuaded 
to “do something different” con- 
cerning the rearing of children — 
drastically difTercnt, in foct. They 
were convincingly told by psychol- 
ogists and other mental health pro- 
fessionals that the parenting style 
that had typified American child 
rearing to that time was bad for 
children — speciHcally, it damaged 
them psychologically. 

There was no science done to 
support this claim, nor has any rep- 
utable science e^r been done to 
support it. Nonetheless, mental 
health professionals did an 
admirable sales job on the. 
American public, and America’s

child-rearing practices underwent 
extensive overnaul as a result. 

In previous generations, the pri- 
mary emphasis in child rearing was 
on character development. At the 
behest of the “experts.” the empha- 
sis shlHed^ward psychological 
dcvclopmetfi? 

’ One did not need a psychologist 
to determine whether a child’s 
character was developing properly. 
That was fairly obvious, reflected 
for all to see in the child’s social 
behavior. But psychological devel- 
opment was an unknown, or 
“known" only to a small elite of 
intellectually anointed profession- 
als. And thus did the mystification 
of parenting begin. 

Parents, were told that the exer- 
cise of authority in o child's life 
was particularly stifling (see. for 
example, the writings of Thomas 
Gordon, outhor of “Parent 
Effectiveness Training," the best- 
selling parenting tome of the ‘70s), 
thot they should create "child-cen- 
tered" families, establish "democra- 
tic" relationships with their chil- 


dren, and eschew punishment when 
it came to discipline. 

Since America took this sharp 
IcR turn in its parenting practices, 
every single indicator of positive 
mental health in children has been 
in 0 state of precipitous decline. 

Violent crimes committed by 
juveniles have increased sixfold, 
violence on the part of children 
toward their teachers and parents 
— something almost unheard-of 40 
years ago — has become o serious 
. problem, the role of births to 
unmarried teens has increased 200 
percent, teen suicide has tripled, 
teen depression hus become epi- 
demic, and by all accounts, learn- 
ing problems and childhood 
behavior problems have soared. 

The conclusion, nil of which 
belie professional propaganda to 
the contrary, arc inescapable:. The 
predominant family of the 1950s, 
while not perfect, was a far health- 
ier place for children than is the 
confusion of families they grow up 
in today; the typical boby boomer 
was far more secure than his/her 
child is likely to be; when adults 
were secure in their authority, 
children were more wcll-bchavcd 
(i.c. their character development 
proceeded more smoothly and 
surely). 

It would be absurd to propose 
that nouveou parenting is entirely 


to blame for America's child and 
family crisis, but it would be worse 
than naive to deny that it has made 
a significant contribution. 

Indeed, it’s time wc did .some- 
thing '’difTerent" in our child rcor- 
ing.' 

Actually, it’s time wc owned iip 
to the fact that the professionally 
driven porenting experiment wc'vc 
indulged in over the past 30 or 40 
years has been a near disaster. 

I happen to think that a good part 
of our cultural rehabilitation lies in 
admitting that very error and cor- 
recting it. 

The correction requires that wc 
rc-cmbrncc tradition in (he rearing 
of children. 

The attitudes and practices of 
mainstream parents of previous 
generations were not perfect, but 
they were far more functionol than 
(he psychological correctness that 
passes for child rearing today. 

But I'm not holding my breath, 
wailing for mental health profes- 
sionals to agree.

Contract a good idea for good behavior 


Although child development 
experts generally frown upon the idea 
of parents using bribes to encourage 
children to stop a negative behavior, 
contracts arc a difTcrent story. 

According to “The American 
Academy of Pediatrics’ Coring for 
Your School-Age Child: Ages S to 
I2V (Bantam Books, 199S), a con- 
tract between a parent and child con 
be an cfTectivc means for ehonging 
behavior, particularly for older chil- 
dren who are at on age where they 
wont to negotiate, feel more empow- 
ered and independent, and show 
more initiative and responsibility. 


Your kids 


The book offers these ideas; 

«,.;Jdentify a problem of mutual 
conum — even ifit is only a poten- 
tial or anticipated problem. Often 
contracts are most eficctive before a 
particular issue arises. For instance, if 
a child wonts a dog, draw up a con- 
tract of responsibilities before buying 


Rover. 

« Involve your child in the coamci 
formation. Do not impose the con- 
tract on the child. The youngster 
should help to draw it up. Remember 
that children have concrete thoughts, 
opinions and feelings and are cabbie 
of adequately negotiating if given the 
chance. 

• Identify needs, desires and 
responsibilities. Both parents and 
child should discuss what the appro- 
priate rewards, punishments and con- 
sequences of the child’s behavior 
should be, leaving room for negotia- 
tion. 


• Put it in writing. The contract 
should clearly describe what each 
party intends to do, what actions are 
permissible, what actions will be 
taken if the contract is breached. 

• Post the contract where it can be 
seen. That way the contract will serve 


os a reminder, a prompt for positive 
rkcr 


reinforcement, and a marker for 
achievement and progress. Review it 
on a regular basis.

Longer lives 
means more 
retirement

At- a time when Americans ore 
living longer, they ore retiring from 
their jobs earlier ond often more 
unexpectedly than in the past, leav- 
ing them less prepored for this ' 
‘Third stage of life,” says a Cornell 
University professor. 

“Amcricons eon now' expect to 
spend up to one-third of their lives 
beyond retirement, with many of 
those years in good heolih," said 
Phyllis Moen, a psychologist who 
directs the Cornell Retirement and 
Well-Being study funded by the 
Notional Institute on Aging. "Yet 
our rcseorch indicates that obout 
half of retirees retire uncxpccicdly 
with little or no planning." 

Moen. who organized o session 
on "life after 65" at lost week's 
Amcricon Associolion for the 
Advancement of Science meeting, 
notcd'lhai “this third sUige of life is 
relatively new” but the numbers are ' 
soaring. Experts project that by the 
ycor 2000 or so the number of 
Amcricons retiring onnuolly will 
rise to 3 million from the current 2 
million. And by the year 2030 there 
will be more elderly Amcricons 
over the ogc of 65 thon children 
underage IS. 

The Cornell study, o rondom 
somplc of 762 men and women 
between ages 50 and 72, is tracking 
the transition Into retirement of 
employees from two Fortune 500 
monufociurcrs, a large utility, two 
hospitals and o rcseorch university 
in New York.

A bright spot in the fight against 
organized crime is Son Francisco. 
Long sensitive to Chinese crime, 
the has two Ghihese-Americon 
agents who gained Chinatown’s 
confidence and quickly thwarted a 
Hong Kong rrimf s incursion into the 
Bay Area. According to Tom Fuentes, 
head of the FBI's organized-crime 
unit in San Francisco, a major inves- 
tigation also is under way involv- 
ing shipments of goods hijacked in 
Russia and sold le^timaiely in the 
U.S., the laundered cash then re- 
turned to Russia’s gangland coffers. 

Meanwhile, the Colombian co- 
caine cartels present a special prob- 


lem. Unlike the Russians and Chi- 
nese, the drug overlords have no in- 
tention of settling here, preferring to 
remain in their native havens, where 
they reap many millions from the 
manufacture and delivery of their 
deadly product Under intense U.S. 
pressure, the Colombian government 
recently arrested six cartel kingpins. 
Whether this was only window 
dressing remains to be seen. 

The bottom line Is that organized 
crime still represents an enormous 
peril to the well-being of this nation. 
The only difference is that today it 
has become multicultural. 

And the expense of fighting it is 
significant But os Louis Freeh said. 
“L^t us leoro from the post and pay 
the price now, before it bKomes too 
costly later on.” K

How Became a Doctor 

M ost Americans know that Benjamin Franklin was 
a scientist, inventor and the author of Poor. 
Richard's Almanack. But few know that this in- 
dustrious Founding Father of the U.S. had only two 
years of formal education. “After the second grade, he 
educated himself— by reading," said David Hartman, 
who is host of a biography of Franklin next Thursday 
at 10 p.m. EST on the Discovery Channel. 

Why, then, was he called "Dr. Franklin"? In 1753, 
Harvard College gave Franklin an honorary master of 
Benjamin arts, the first of several honorary degrees he received. European 
Franklin, , scholarly societies conferred similar honors, and he used the ti- 
' tie Dr. Franklin until his death in 1 790 at age 84.
